Certain beliefs have become widespread amongst Muslims regarding the month of Rajab. 
It is important to understand their level of consistency with Shari'ah. 




The Night of the 27th of Rajab 



The Mi'raj of Prophet {peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) is an accepted and agreed-upon 
fact as well as the belief of a Muslim. However, there is no clear month or date that can be 
ascertained from the ahadith or the sayings of the Sahaba (radiyallahu anhu). As such, it is wrong 
to take the night of the 27th of Rajab as truly the night of Mi'raj. 
Even if the night of 27th of Rajab were actually the night of Mi'raj, it would be nothing more than a 
historical night; to consider it auspicious and equate it to Laylatul Qadr in terms of virtue and being a 
night of special worship would be considered bid'ah and against the Shari'ah. This is because 
there is not a single hadith from the Prophet {peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) that proves 
such a level of virtue. In addition, the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) did not 
make a regular practice of spending this night in worship, neither alone nor collectively with the 
Sahaba. As such, to regard this night as auspicious and spend it in worship, whether alone or in a 
group, and arrange for wa'z is against the Shari'ah and a bid'ah . 



Fasting on the 27th of Rajab 



There is also no sahih narration from the Noble Messenger (peace and blessings of Allah be upon 
him) regarding the fast of the 27th of Rajab. As such, it is incorrect to equate its virtue with that of the 
fasts of Ashura or the Day of 'Arafah. When Sayyiduna Umar (may Allah be pleased with him) found 
out that certain individuals had made a regular practice of the fast of the 27th of Rajab, he set out 
into the streets of Madina, investigated their identities, and ordered them to eat. (Islahi Khutbat) 



Rajab's Kunda 



Another common practice in the month of Rajab is that of 'Rajab Na Kunda', where kheer, milk and 
other such foods are prepared in special pots, particular rituals are carried out over them, and 
thereafter they are eaten and fed to others. This custom has no basis in Shari'ah, the Sunnah of the 
Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him), or the lives of the elders. This is but 
an ignorant practice and custom of the Hindus that one should distance his/herself from as well as 
advise his/her k Muslim brothers and sisters to distance themselves.
